Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates appeared before the county 
commission requesting assistance in 
erecting a perimeter fence around 
the jail. 


During Monday’s meeting, Sher- 
iff Moates explained to commission- 
ers that the purpose of the fence was 
two-fold - for added security and to 
help deter the smuggling of contra- 
band into prisoners. 

Items such as cigarettes, alcohol 


Elba City Council holds 
two-in-one meeting

The Elba City Council held the 
two meetings required for December 
the same night, being sure they: were 
ready for any Christmas party and 
any potential visit from Santa. 

The first meeting consisted of 
paying the bills and making two ap- 
pointments to the Industrial De- 
velopment Board. 

Bills totaling $15,259.57 were ap- 
proved after council members had 
reviewed them individually. 

Two appointments were needed 
to bring the Industrial Board back to 
full strength. J. Doug Kendrick’s 
term had expired and he chose not to 
serve another term. Also Ronnie 
Hammond had been elected to the 
city council and had to resign. 

Appointed to the board were 
Steve Williams and Daniel Stephens. 

No action was taken on a request 
by Randy Tyson for a pool room li- 
cense. The council read from a letter 
written by the city atlorney noting 
applicants must first get a permit 
from the probate judge and bring the 
building up to standards before the 
council can consider granting a li- 
cense. City Attorney Jeff Kelley 
quoted from section 34-6-32 of the 
Code of Alabama. 

The second mecting started with a 
routine police report. Chief Ronnie 
Whitworth reported the officers were 
patrolling more than ever. He ex- 
plained he was checking on this at 


all hours of the day and night. 

Whitworth also responded to 
Councilman Ronnie Hammond’s 
questions about speeding on Claxton 
Avenue by saying they were actively 
working in that area. He noted that 
most of the speeding tickets written 
during the past two weeks were on 
Claxton, as was a DUI. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow re- 
ported the department heads were 
working on revising the proposed 
personnel manual and should have it 
ready for the council in January. 

Easement on the sewer projects 
are coming in slowly, Morrow re- 
ported. Property owners must sign 
these easements before they can get 
sewer taps on the extended sewer 
lines. 

Morrow reported to the council 
that the expanded recycling project 
is ready for council approval. The 
council approved this project. 

The council voted to participate 
with the Choctawhatchee - Pea River 
Watershed project on a study of 
available surface water for drinking 
and future industrial expansion. 
Mayor Grimes recommended joining 
this project. 

The city will pay $1,000 per year 
on the three year project which is ex- 
pected to cost $600,000. Half of the 
cost will be funded by the Alabama 
Geological Survey, A state grant is 
expected to fund another $150,000. 
Other communities will also help 
fund the project. Councilman Ben 
Carpenter voted against the action. 


and even narcotics are sometimes 
thrown into areas to which “jail trus- 
tees” and “work release inmates” 
have access to. This “contraband” is 
then taken into the facility by these 
persons. 

In addition to helping stop the 
flow of contraband, the jail will 
serve as another barrier a fleeing in- 
mate would have to hurdle in order 
to escape the facility. 

Sheriff Moates estimates that the 
proposed fence will cost approxi- 
mately $9,000. He told commission- 
ers that his office could contribute 
$2,000 toward the construction cost. 

After a short discussion, commis- 
sioners agreed to consider the matter 
after the body inspects the jail and 
reviews the sheriff's proposal. 

Coffee County’s Forester, Bob 
DeVaughan appeared before the 
commissioners requesting their as- 
sistance in purchasing a new 4- 
wheel drive pick-up truck for the fo- 
restry department. 

DeVaughan noted that his depart- 
ment had a balance of $9,695.00 in 
the budget which could be used to- 
ward the purchase of the vehicle on 
state bid. Currently the state bid on 
this type vehicle is $18,539.22. 

He further explained that the Ala- 
bama State Forestry Department 
would pay the balance on the cost of 
the pick-up. 

DeVaughan explained that it is 
much simpler for the local agency - 
county commissioner - to handle the 
purchase (paperwork), in conjunc- 
tion with the county forestry depart- 
ment, in this manner. The transac- 


tion will not cost the county any 


money. ‘ — a oe) 

The commissioners agreed to De- 
Vaughan’s request. 

ommissioners also agreed to 

look into the possibility of assisting 
the Boy Scouts with a road problem. 

Larry Millner, speaking on behalf 
of Camp Alaflo, asked for help in 
paving the access road to the camp. 
He explained that the condition of 
the road was a hindrance to the facil- 
ity being accessed by the handi- 
capped campers. 


Elba W&E Board meeting short & sweet

The monthly Elba Water & Elec- 
tric Board meeting Monday evening 
was short and sweet, once the pay- 
ment of monthly bills were ap- 
proved. 

The only problem which surfaced 
during this meeting was concern 
over the increased number of utility 
users on the “late payment” list. 
Board members wanted to know 
why there were so many (about 40) 
accounts on the delinquent list. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow re- 
ported the de ent was working 
with some who have unique prob- 
lems, to get them paid up off and the 
list. He said several others would 
have their utilities cut this week if 


payment wasn’t made. 

The board members agreed that it 
is apparently going to be necessary 
to “get tough” when bills are not 
paid by the deadline. 

Monthly bills totaled $26,583.15 
for the month. 

On a more pleasant side, the 
Board approved a one time $75 De- 
cember pay raise for all employees, 
tracking what the city approved last 
month. 

The board also approved a 3.5% 
pay raise across the board, also 
tracking a pattern set by the city 
council last month, 

The rental agreement with the 
cable TV franchisee is due for re- 
newal, Mayor James Grimes, wear-

New Brockton’s council meeting smooth

New Brockton’s Town Council 
wasted little time in moving through 
its 12-item agenda Monday evening. 

It was noted by Mayor Britt Lee 
that Council member Charles Cole 
was absent due to a prior commit- 
ment. 

Mayor Lee began the meeting by 
talking trash. He noted that several 
complaints had been received by cit- 
izens whose € was not being 
picked up. Some did not even have a 
garbage can. 

Lee told council members that he 
had contacted the contractor, Royce 
Herrington, responsible for the 
town's garbage collection and was 
working with him in solving the 
problem. 

He noted that some of the prob- 
lems had been addressed, but others 
had not. The mayor stated that he 
would follow up on the matter, 

The council introduced ordinanc- 
es dealing with the franchise agree- 
ments with Southeast Alabama Gas 


District and Covington Electric, Be- 


fore the ordinances can become ef- 
fective, the terms of the franchise 
have to be agreed upon mutually by 
the council and the grantees (SE Ala. 
Gas and Covington electric), and the 
ordinances have to be read twice. 

Monday night's reading will suf- 
fice for one time, and the 
reading will be in the January meet- 
ing of the town council. 

Mayor Lee gave the council some 
good news, He told them that the 
town had, or soon will receive, two 

ts from the state totalling 

2,000, The Senior Citizens Center 

will receive $1,000 and the police 
department will receive $1,000, 

He commented, “We want to use 
this money wisely.” 

During the discussion of finances, 
the council voted to discontinue the 
use of Visa credit cards by the city. 
The cards will be cancelled and em- 
ployees traveling will pay their own 
expenses and then be reimbursed by 
the town after proper documentation, 

The council also agreed © go 
ahead and pay a note from the bank 
due in January. By doing so this will 
save the town several dollars in in- 
teresL 

Mayor Lee noted that the receipt 
of business license fees had generat- 
ed adequate funds to pay note 
carly. 

He also noted that after the pay- 
ment of this month's bills, the town 
will have a balance in the general 
fund of $28,548.44, 

The council agreed to pay month- 
ly bills totaling $12,333.27. This did 
not include a bill from the town's al- 
torney, Joe Sawyer, for $12,979.90, 

Council members instructed the 
mayor to review the bill with Saw- 


yer, lt upposedi y covers a 2-year

period of time. 


Mayor Lee and members of the 
council made it clear they were not 
refusing to pay the bill, they just 
want an explanation before making 
payment. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his department, during 
the past month, answered 9 com- 
plaints, made 7 criminal arrests, in- 
vestigated three accidents (with no 
injuries), and issued 10 traffic cita- 
tions. 


He also read the resignation of 
police officer Delane Holloway. It 
was accepted by the council.

Remaining Cabinet Vacancies Deserve Nation's Attention 


Last week, | wrote about the 
impact of the Clinton 
Administration’ s top cabinet appoint 
ments on national policy for the next 
four years, A few days ago the Presi- 
dent filled several of those key vacan- 
cies. Who he chooses for the nation’s 
remaining top appointments should 
be watched closely. In the case of one 
cabinet seat, the future of America’s 
nuclear stockpile —akey component 
of our national defense — is at risk. 

The President recently an- 
nounced his choices to replace outgo- 
ing Secretary of Defense William 
Perry and Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher. These gentlemen serve 
as the President's key advisors on, 
and implementors of, American for- 
eign policy. I am pleased that the 
President wasted little time to fill 
these slots. The world must have an 
uninterrupted, consistent signal that 
Washington is still the preeminent 
superpower, 

To fill the shoes of Secretary 
of Defense Perry, the President has 
tapped retiring Senator William 
Cohen, R-Maine. To follow Christo- 
pher, Madeleine Albright has been 
selected to serve as our next Secretary 
of State. Once they are confirmed by 
the Senate, a world of work awaits 
them. Trouble spots from Rwanda 
and Bosnia/Serbia, to North Korea, 
the Middle East, Iraq and the former 
Soviet republics — to name a few - 
stand ready to test their skills. 

But the heavy lifting is not yet 
over for the Clinton Administration. 
Equally important is the President's 
selection of his remaining Cabinet 
vacancies including Secretary of En- 
ergy, Secretary of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development, and Secretary of 
Transportation, Of particular interest 
is the replacement for outgoing En- 
ergy Secretary Hazel O' Leary, whose 
awesome responsibility of maintain- 
ing America’s nuclear stockpile is 
currently under fire. 


“ 
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As Secretary of Energy, 
O'Leary has the responsibility of 
shepherding America’s nuclear weap- 
ons stores to ensure a safe and reliable 
nuclear stockpile. A recent report 
from the Center for Security Policy 

a Washington, D.C.-based national 
security think tank — points out that 
O'Leary has failed in her oversight of 
America’s nuclear stockpile, placing 
our national defense at risk. The 
think tank noted that “Mrs, O'Leary 
has consistently used her tenure as 
Secretary of Energy to undermine 
public confidence in the U.S. nuclear 
weapons program...” 

And it is not alone in its con- 
cern. In late October, Congressman 
Floyd Spence, R-S.C., Chairman of 
the House National Security Com 
mittee, sounded the alarm over the 
precarious state of America’s nuclear 
stockpile. 

Spence, in a report, said, “The 
past four years have witnessed the 
dramatic decline of the U.S. nuclear 
weapons complex and the uniquely 
skilled workforce that is responsible 
for maintaining that deterrent.” “..In 
my mind it’s no longer a question of 
the Administration's ‘benign neglect’ 
of our Nation's nuclear forces, but 
instead, a compelling case can be 
made that it is a matter of ‘erosion by 
design.’” 

In the new Administration, 
America needs a Secretary of Energy 
who will not allow the declassifying 
of sensitive information concerning 
the location of American plutonium 
and enriched uranium stores as Mrs. 
O'Leary has done. 

We must have someone witha 
true sense of our long-term national 
seeurity and who will put the best 
interest of the American people first. 

i hope the President will act 
accordingly to nominate a suitable 
Secretary of Energy. Americans 
should pay close attention to his deci- 
sion.

In a world of ever-increasing non- 
profit organizations, many donors 
are confused by the growing number 
of charities and their missions. This 
problem is compounded by some or- 
ganizations misleading the public 
about their charitable intent, as weil 
as using names and symbols similar 
to those of legitimate operations, 

Contributors should take a few 
minutes to evaluate charitable organ- 


izations before they give. The Amer- | 


ican Cancer Society suggest these 
simple steps: 
1, Request a copy of an annual 


report that shows an independent 


audit by a certified public accoun- 
lant. An organization's willingness 
to disclose financial information and 
show proof of how it spends money 
is very important, 

_ 2, Carefully review the organiza- 
tion’s literature. What the organiza- 
lion does, stated mission, program, 
cic. should be clearly spelled out in 
any informational materials distrib-

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uted by the charity. 

3. The group should have an 
identifiable management and board. 
An organization promising research 
and services should have recognized 
medical professionals on its board or 
its staff, 

4. Ask about the organization’s 
administrative costs. The National 
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Charities Information Bureau recom- 
mends that administrative costs 
should not exceed 15% of the total 
budget. 

If the legitimacy of the charity is 
still in question, contributors should 
contact the Better Business Bureau 
and ask whether the group meets re- 
quired standards.

The student-athletes at the schools in the Anniston City School system 
are struggling, to say the least, trying to cope with the new strict rules 
passed by the school board concerning grades required to participate in 
extra-curricular activities, The Anniston City School Board voted to ig- 
nore the academic rules adopted by the Alabama High School Athletic 
Association, and passed its own academic rules which state that a student 
must maintain a 70 average in all classes to be eligible to participate in 
any extra-curricular activity. The new rule does not combine grades and 
use an overall average to decide eligibility. It simply states that any stu- 
dent who makes any grade below a C is sidelined from all extra-curricular 
activities. The Anniston High School basketball team lost 20 of its 29 
players, and resulted in the combining of the varsity and junior varsity 
teams, and a schedule that was reduced to only games against four area 
schools. Overall, 522 out of 841 students (62 percent) at Anniston High 
School were declared ineligible, while at the Anniston Middle School 428 
out of 737 students (58 percent) failed to meet the new requirements. 

I agree that grades must come first; however, schools that are a part of 
the Alabama High School Athletic Association should follow the guide- 
lines of the organization, and | am afraid that the board members in An- 
niston will see a cutback in the number of students at its schools in years 
to come as many student-athletes transfer to schools that abide by the less 
Stringent state standards. It is simply too obvious an alternative.

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Coffee County Schools receive report card 


by Marvin MciLwain, Editor 


The State of Alabama's State Su- 
perintendent of Education released 
the first report card on each of the 
127 local school systems in the state. 

This concept of letting the 
schools know how they are measur- 
ing up was initiated by State Super- 
intendent Ed Richardson. 

Not only is the report card easy 
for educators to read, it can also be 
easily interpeted by parents of chil- 
dren in the system, 

The report card provides indica- 
tors of the school system’s perfor- 
mance and gives it a grade of A, 
B,C, Dor F. 

Basically, the report card contains 
test score data compiled from the 
Stanford Achievemnet Test (SAT) in 
grades 3 through 11; the high school 
exit exam; and the writing tests in 
grades 5 through 7. 

Also included is data on enroll- 
ment; average daily attendance; cur- 
rent expenditures per pupil in aver- 
age daily attendance; the percentage 
of students eligible for free/reduced 
price on lunches; percentage of 
teachers with advanced degrees; per- 
centage of federal and local revenues 
and local tax effort for schools.
